BUSINESS MAINTAINED 
SIR HUGO CUNLIFFE OWEN’S REVIEW 


The thirty-sixth annual‘ yeneral meeting of The British- 
American Tobacco Company, Limited, was held on 9 January 
at Westminster House, London, 8.W. ; 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, Bt. (the chairman) said that the 
accounts showed a net profit for the year, after deducting all 
charges and expenses and providing for taxation, of £5,590,886, 
a decrease of £169,563. ‘Ihe directors recommended the dis- 
tribution on 16 January of a final dividend—free of United 
Kingdom Income Tax—on the issued ordinary stock of 8d. 
per £1 of Stock, amounting to £790,092, leaving £2,736,706 to 
be carried forward. 

The company had had another difficult year. He was glad, 
however, to be able to tell them that, while their sales and 
those of their associated companies in some territories had been 
adverse! uilected, generally speaking, the volume of business 
had been well maintained. The difficulties to which he had 
referred last year, created by the hostilities in the Far East, 
unfortunately still continued, and whilst they could congratu- 
late themselves again on the limited extent of their material 
losses, it was inevitable that losses caused by a conflict such 
as that must be substantial. There must be a contraction in 
the volume of sales, owing to disorganisation of transport 
facilities and other usual factors attendant upon hostilities. 
All losses incurred have been provided for by all the companies 
concerned out of their income. 

STAFF IN CHINA 

Hie would like to pay a special tribute to the staff of their 
associated companies in China, on whose shoulders had fallen 
the main burden caused by that conflict, during the past eighteen 
months. 

EFFICIENT ORGANISATION 

Over a period of years they had built up, directly and through 
their associated companies, what he thought might fairly be 
described as a thoroughly efficient organisation, and that organi- 
sation, with its wide and long experience of the tobacco 
business, was in a position to meet effectively all normal 
competition. He had reminded shareholders on several previous 
occasions that their business was a world-wide one and must 
inevitably be affected by conditions in the various countries 
throughout the world in which they or their associated com- 
panies carried on business. It seemed unlikely that business 
during the current year would be any easier than it was in 
1938, but he still looked forward with confidence to the future, 
provided, as he had said last year, they enjoyed only reasonable 
stability in world affairs and provided they also enjoyed equal 
opportunities with their competitors. 

I think you would like me to make some reference to the 
omission of the bonus of 3d, per £1 of stock which was declared 
at this time last year. In spite of the increased taxation you 
will see that the profits for the year were nearly sufficient to 
have justified the payment of a similar bonus this year. How- 
ever, in view of world conditions, your directors thought it 
wise to adopt a conservative attitude, and the sum of £206,375 
has, therefore, been added to the undivided profits to be 
carried forward to next year. 

VISITS BY DIRECTORS 

During the year under review nearly all your company’s 
important territories have been visited by directors, and at the 
present time six of your directors are abroad on the company’s 
business. In addition, two of your directors, Mr. G. Cooper 
and Mr. W. G. Malton, reside permanently in the United 
States, and frequently visit many of the South American coun- 
tries on your company’s business. 

In conclusion, he said that the directors had declared for 
the year 1938-39 an interim dividend of 10d, per £1 of stock, 
free of United Kingdom Income Tax, so that on 16 January 
the ordinary stockholders would receive a total of 1s. 6d. per 


£1 of stock, 
THE COMPANY’S INVESTMENTS 

In reply to a stockholder’s question, the chairman said: Of 
the company’s investments in subsidiary and associated com- 
panies only five are quoted, and the market values of these 
show a very large surplus over their book figures. The other 
investments in subsidiary and associated companies—of which 
there are some 300 in all parts of the world—are not quoted, 
and to.compute their value from an asset point of view is an 
almost impossible task. The test of value, however, in our case, 
lies in earning power and in the dividends receivable, and it is 
mauifest that the high yield on the company’s assets as a whole 
justifies the opinion that they are intrinsically worth more than 
the balance-sheet figures. But even if a valuation were possible, 
involving immense labour and varying as it must do every 
year, it would serve no useful purpose, as the investments are 
held not for realisation but for income purposes, and may be 
regarded as fixed assets similar to those of an industrial com- 
pany which sinks its capital in buildings, plant and machinery 
to earn revenue. ‘ 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

The decline in food prices during 1938 (12 per cent.) 
was greater than that for industrial materials and 
manufactures (7 per cent.), prices of the former tending 
to fall almost throughout the year, but as regards the 
latter a period of declining prices in the first half of 
the year was followed by rather firmer prices in the 





August, the index for that month being 1:8 per cent. 
lower than that for December 1937, but in the last four 
months prices were rather firmer. 


Commopity Groups 


Food and Tobacco.—The average decrease in 1938, 
as compared with 1937, of nearly 5 per cent. in food 
prices as a whole was mainly due to the almost con- 
tinuous decline in the prices of cereals, the average for 
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the year showing a fall of 134 per cent., while a com- 
parison of prices in December 1938 with those of a year 
earlier shows a decline of 29 per cent. The only 
months in which the fall in cereal prices was checked 
were January and December, when increases of about 
14 and 23 per cent., respectively, were recorded. The 
index for cereals for November (90°5) was the lowest 
since June 1936. Almost every item in the group con- 
tributed to the decline, the average price of English 
and Canadian wheat in December 1938 being about 
one-half of the figure quoted a year earlier, while in 
the same period the price of English barley fell by over 
40 per cent. 


The index for the meat, fish and eggs group for the 
year 1938 was only about 4 per cent. lower than that 
for 1937, decreases which occurred in the first six 
months being: offset by rises subsequently. The in- 
crease of nearly 34 per cent. in December, which was 
partly seasonal, was the largest movement in any 
month. Comparing prices at the end of 1938 with 
those of a year earlier, the largest changes were 
declines of 18 per cent. for English and 16} per cent. 
for Danish eggs; English beef and Scotch and English 
mutton declined by 134, 114 and 124 per cent., respec- 
tively, while there was a rise of nearly 11 per cent. in 
the price of hams. 


The index for the other food and tobacco group for 
the year 1938 was 1:2 per cent. lower than that for 
1937. This index is sensitive to seasonal variations in the 
price of certain commodities, such as potatoes, onions, 
tomatoes and fruit, and the largest monthly variations, 
viz. an increase of nearly 4 per cent. in May and 
decreases of 4 and 3 per cent., respectively, in August 
and September, were due to price fluctuations of this 
nature. In the case of potatoes, however, the very 
considerable price advances in the spring were partly 
due to the drought, while as regards onions prices were, 
no doubt, affected by the curtailment of supplies from 
Spain. Comparing prices in December 1938 with those 
of a year earlier, the most marked changes were in 
respect of fruit and vegetables, apples being 20 per 
cent. dearer and potatoes and onions about 21 and 36 
per cent. cheaper, respectively. Cocoa cheapened 
further in 1938 by 10 per cent., though there was a 
rise in the first quarter, The rise of 2d. per lb. in the 
duty on tea caused prices to be higher last month than 
a year earlier; deducting duty, prices were somewhat 
lower. Sugar prices weakened by about 1s. 2d. per 
ewt. (6 per cent. for granulated) during the first four 
months, but became firmer in later months, prices in 
December 1938 being approximately the same as in 
December 1937. Butter was somewhat cheaper last 
month than a year earlier, and cheese showed no sub- 
stantial change. 


Industrial Materialg and Manufactures.—The 
averages for the year 1938 as a whole, as compared 
with 1937, showed decreases for each group except iron 
and steel, where the maintenance throughout 1938 of 
practically all the price increases recorded during the 
preceding year caused last year’s average to exceed 
that of 1937 by nearly 74 per cent. Substantially lower 
averages were shown by the index numbers for wool 
(a fall of 20} per cent.), non-ferrous metals (194 per 
cent.), miscellaneous (154 per cent.), cotton (144 per 
cent.) and other textiles (10 per cent.). Coal prices 
were, on the average, lower by about 1} per cent. and 
chemicals and oils by 44 per cent. 


In the coal group a decline of about 54 per cent. 
occurred in May, and rises of the order of 2 per cent. 
in September, October and November, these changes 
being mainly seasonal. The index for December 1988 
was nearly 6 per cent. lower than that of a year earlier, 
the principal declines being 16 per cent. for South 
Yorkshire hards and 15 per cent. for Durham gas coal. 
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House coal was in general rather dearer than in Decem- 
ber 1937. As stated above, iron and steel prices were 
substantially unchanged throughout 1938, but among 
the few alterations it may be mentioned that there 
were price advances for certain descriptions of pig iron 
in January and reductions for tinplates and high-speed 
tool steel in April. Prices of non-ferrous metals 
fluctuated irregularly, the largest monthly changes 
being decreases in February, April and May (24, 24 
and 3% per cent., respectively), increases of 6 and 44 
per cent., respectively, in July and October and a de- 
crease of 3 per cent. in December. The index for the 
group for that month was about one per cent. higher 
than for December 1937, prices of copper and tin being 
higher in the later month by 114 and 13 per cent., 
respectively. 


As regards textiles, the largest fall in prices, as has 
been stated above, was in respect of wool, where the 
decline was almost continuous up to July and unimpor- 
tant thereafter. The price falls during 1938 for the in- 
dividual items ranged up to 15 per cent. for merino tops, 
that for the index of raw wool prices being about 14 
per cent. The index for the wool group as a whole for 
December (99:2) was the lowest recorded for three 
years. The trend of cotton prices was downward until 
June, but there were rises of about 8 and 14 per 
cent., respectively, in July and October, and the index 
for December differed but little from that for June; it 
was, however, the lowest for five years. American 
cotton averaged 5-15d. per lb. in December as against 
4‘78d. per lb. in December 1937, this being the sole 
exception to the general decline. Among other textiles 
the most noticeable price reduction was in respect of 
hemp, Manila averaging £30°15 per ton in December 
1987 and only £20°40 per ton a year later. Silk was 
nearly 19 per cent. dearer. 


The monthly variation in respect of the chemicals 
and oils group only exceeded one per cent. in one 
month, viz. a decrease of 1-2 per cent. in February, but 
among the individual commodities there were price 
reductions during the year of £3 per ton (10} per cent.) 
for soya oil and £4 18s. per ton (22 per cent.) for palm 
kernel oil. The duty on motor spirit was increased by 
1d. per gallon as from 26 April 1938, but the price (plus 
duty) in December was the same as a year earlier. 
The fall in the index for the miscellaneous group was 
mainly due to the substantial declines in the prices of 
paper-making materials, some descriptions of wood 
pulp being quoted in December at only about one-half 
of the prices a year earlier. Calfskins rose in price 
during 1938 by 144 per cent., but otherwise hides and 
skins were cheaper last month than a year earlier, the 
declines ranging up to nearly 20 per cent. for goatskins. 
Building timber was cheaper, but other building 
material prices were virtually unchanged. Rubber 
averaged a little over 8d. per lb. in December 1938, as 
against 74d. per lb. a year earlier. 


Price CHANGES IN DECEMBER 1938 


The general level of wholesale prices in December 
was about the same as in November, the index numbers 
for the two months being 98:3 and 98:4, respectively. 
Food prices increased by 1:3 per cent., but prices of 
industrial materials and manufactures fell by 0-8 per 
cent. The index numbers for basic materials, inter- 
mediate products and manufactured articles showed 
decreases for the three groups of 1°6, 0°5 and 0:4 per 
cent., respectively, as compared with the previous 
month. Prices of building materials were lower by 0°3 
per cent. 


Food prices in general rose in each week of Decem- 
ber, the increase in the last two weeks being about 2

A comparison of the 68 food price averages for De- 
cember with those for November shows 39 increases 
and 16 decreases. Of the former, 23 were of under 5 per 
cent., 9 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 5 were of 
between 10 and 15 per cent. and two (onions and 
average of canned salmon and herrings) of 193 and 
244 per cent. respectively. Of the decreases, 12 were 
of under 5 per cent. and 4 (Danish and English eggs, 
oranges and tomatoes) were of 64, 184, 194 and 36} per 
cent. respectively. The averages for the industrial 
articles show 10 increases and 37 decreases. All the 
increases were of under 10 per cent. Of the decreases, 
31 were of less than 5 per cent., 5 were of between 5 
and 10 per cent. and one (average of ox and heifer hides) 


was of 16 per cent. 


The average prices for December 1938, as compared 
with December 1937, show 39 increases (15 in the food 
groups) and 115 decreases (47 in the food groups).

PRELIMINARY RESULTS OF THE IMPORT 
DUTIES ACT INQUIRY FOR 1937 


_The tables given on pages 40 and 41 show the prin- 
cipal results of the first Inquiry held under Section 9 
of the Import Duties Act, 1932, in respect of produc- 
tion, etc., in the Cinematograph Film Trade. The 
figures given are provisional and may be subject to 
some minor amendments in the Final Report on the 
Inquiry, which will be issued at a later date in volume 
form. 

For the purposes of this Inquiry, the trade was 
regarded as comprising the following four classes of 
firms :— 

(a) producing firms that owned studios; 

(b) producing firms that hired studio space and, 
in many cases, equipment and services; 

(c) owners of studios that produced no pictures 
but let out studio space and services to pro- 
ducing firms; 

(d) firms carrying out other services on behalf of 
producing firms. 








The printing of cinematograph films was regarded 
as forming a distinct trade and no particulars are in- 
cluded in these tables relating to firms whose business 
consisted wholly or mainly in that branch of the 
industry. 

The number of returns received was 134, and the 
results are believed to be fully comprehensive of the 
industry in the United Kingdom. Under the Import 
Duties Act, particulars relating to the lease and hire 
of studio space and equipment could not be obtained 
compulsorily and were accordingly asked for as volun- 
tary data. The Board of Trade were assisted in the 
Inquiry by the co-operation of all firms in the industry, 
and all the details required, whether compulsory. or 
voluntary, were furnished with reasonable accuracy 
and promptitude. 


Period Covered.—The period covered by the Inquiry 
was the calendar year 1937, but firms whose year of 
account was not the calendar year were given the 
option of making returns for a business year ending not 


later than 8 April 1938. 


Output.—Firms that produced cinematograph 
pictures were required to value their output on the 
basis of the total cost of production, which was defined 
as covering all payments for materials and fuel pur- 
chased and used, salaries, wages and other overhead 
charges properly attributable to the work carried out, 
including payments for copyrights, hire of studios, 
ete. Owners of studios letting out space, equipment, 
ete., to producing firms returned as the value of their 
output the total amounts received by them in the year 
for these services. 

Tho production of cinematograph films is not neces- 
sarily completed within the limits of the producer’s 
business year, and in order to obtain an accurate 
measurement of the value of the output in the twelve 
months, the details of pictures produced are divided 
into three sections, viz. :+— 


Table II A.—Films produced wholly within the 
year of return; for these films the number, total 
length and cost of production are given. 

Table 11 B.—Films completed in the year of 
return but not wholly produced in that year; the 
number, total length and cost of production of 
such films are shown, together with the cost of 
the ‘‘ Work in progress at the beginning of the 
year,’’ this last item being shown as a deduction 
from the total cost in order to arrive at the correct 
valuation of work actually carried out in the year. 


Table II C.—Films begun during or before the 
year of return and not completed at the end of 
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the year; for these films, only the cost of the work 
done in the year can be shown. 

Materials and Fuel.—Firms were instructed to 
return only the cost of materials and fuel which they 
themselves purchased and used in connection with their 
output in the year. Materials, etc., purchased by 
studio owners and let out on hire to producing firms 
were included in the returns of the former but not of 
the latter firms. 

Persons Employed.—The numbers shown relate only 
to persons employed in the specified weeks. These 
weeks may not, however, coincide with the periods in 
which production of cinematograph films took place, 
and in view of the irregularity of employment the 
‘* average ’’ numbers shown in the tables may not be 
strictly representative. 

Net Output.—This figure, shown in Table I, repre- 
sents the value of the gross output less the cost of 
materials, fuel and electricity purchased and the 
amounts paid for work given out and for the hire of 
studios, equipment and services. It forms the fund 
out of which wages and salaries and other overhead 
charges have to be provided. 

Owing to the necessity of avoiding disclosure of par- 
ticulars relating to the business of individual firms, 
certain items of information are shown under more 
general headings than those under which they were 
originally furnished.

INDIA 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS: PROSPECTS OF 
UNITED KINGDOM TRADE 


Economic conditions throughout the world are so 
closely inter-related that it is not surprising to find that 
the experience of India has very closely followed the 
trend of events in her two greatest markets—the 
United Kingdom and the United States, “writes H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in India, Burma and 
Ceylon. 

The year 1936-37 had been a period of almost un- 
interrupted improvement in Indian economic condi- 
tions. Exports had expanded by no less than Rs. 36 
crores, industrial activity had been maintained at a 
high level, prices generally, and those of primary com- 
modities in particular, had steadily advanced, and the 
stage appeared to be set for a period of continued pros- 
perity. ‘The year 1937-38 opened with active markets, 
rapidly rising prices and general optimism. Fears of 
a shortage of raw materials had produced, in India as 
in other countries, all the usual evidences of a boom, 
with soaring rates and heavy forward commitments. 
The boom, however, was short-lived. By the early 
summer of 1937 the reaction set in.

Prices of most items of India’s agricultural produc- 
tion had attained their maximum in the first few months 
of 1937 and then fell sharply. Thus, raw cotton de- 
clined from February to October 1937 by 38 per cent. 
and raw jute fell from May 1937 to March 1938 by 
25 per cent. Wheat, which reached its highest level 
in April 1937, had dropped by 85 per cent. in March 
1938. Groundnut prices reached their zenith in 
August 1936, and declined steadily, the quotation in 
March 1988 being 41 per cent. below the highest level 
and 35 per cent. below that of March 1937. The price 
of rice remained fairly steady throughout 1937-38, and 
that of linseed was higher in 1937-88 than in 1936-37. 
These two apparent deviations from the general trend 
were attributable to factors peculiar to these two crops. 
On the whole, the year 1937-38 witnessed a steep fall 
in the prices of India’s staple products. 


The year closed with the Calcutta index number of 
wholesale prices standing at 96 in March 1938. The 
number fell to 94 in April, but remained steady at that 
figure during May and June, when signs of improve- 
ment became apparent. The Government ‘‘ Review 
of the Trade of India,’”’ in dealing with this phase of 
the situation, states that the boom conditions in com- 
modity and share markets and the general business 
prosperity obtaining in the early part of 1937-38 were 
reversed in the second half. Liquidations on a large 
scale corrected the earlier excesses, and the position 
would have been healthier but for the pessimism which 
prevailed among the business community. The in- 
trinsic position of most industries and markets was 
generally sound after the vigorous shake-out, and only 
a change in the psychological conditions was probably 
necessary to start some sort of upward movement from 
the abnormally low level to which most markets had 
sunk in the depression. 


SIGNS OF RECOVERY 


Such a change appears to have come over the busi- 
ness community in June 1938, although it is too early 
to say whether the movement is likely to be sustained 
and to prove to be the harbinger of a real recovery, or 
whether it is merely a temporary rally in the general 
downward movement. But, temporary or permanent, 
there is no doubt that after many months a slight 
upward movement became perceptible towards the end 
of June. The origin of this new development was in 
the United States, where the business recession of last 
year first made its appearance. A better tone was 
noticeable in Wall Street and in the United States com- 
modity markets, prices advanced, and the movement 
spread to other countries. Indian markets responded 
in the latter part of June and in July. Rises took place 
in the prices of raw cotton; jute, raw and manufac- 
tured; groundnuts; linseed; wheat, rice and sugar. 
Market reports at that time were couched in more 
optimistic terms and attributed the rise to the more 
hopeful reports from the United States. The Indian 
Stock Exchanges and money markets shared in this 
return of confidence, and prices of many shares were 
marked up appreciably. The index of variable yield 
securities in June 1988 recorded its first smal! rise since 
September 1937. Quotations of speculative securities 
show the effects of the new sentiment more clearly, 
and there seem, therefore, to be some grounds for hope 
that—given more stable political conditions in Europe 
and a continuance of the upswing in the United States 
—the recent serious recession may have been stayed 
permanently and that the present recovery may persist 
and gather force. 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


In industry, as in agriculture, the year under review 
witnessed a change from the boom conditions of high 
share values and commodity prices, active employ- 
ment, full order books and record production figures to 
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all the signs, during the last few months, of an im- 
pending depression. The recovery in primary com- 
modity prices and the heavy volume of exports in 
1936-37 had resulted in a marked rise in the income of 
the agriculturist, with correspondingly increased pur- 
chasing power. This was reflected in the fillip given to 
India’s import trade. To an even greater extent was 
it evident in an improved demand for the products of 
Indian industries, which, under the stimulus of direct 
protection in some cases and the fortuitous protection 
of a high revenue Tariff in others, had increased enor- 
mously in number and variety during the past decade. 
Conditions vay'ed to a remarkable degree among indi- 
vidual industrics, but, on the whole, 1937-38 was a 
record year for some of the most important of them. 


Tne Quantum oF ForeIGN TRADE 


It has been the practice in previous Reports of this 
series to give index numbers of the quantum of India’s 
foreign trade. These numbers were based on the trade 
of India including Burma, and, therefore, cannot be 
used to illustrate the changes in the volume of trade 
of India Proper. Figures on the basis of India Proper 
have now been prepared by the Department of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics of the Government 
of India to cover the last three years and the pre- 
depression year 1927-28 and are given in the following 
table. They are necessarily approximate, but they 
afford a rough guide to the course of India’s trade :—

It will be noted that, while the index number of 
exports is 3 per cent. and in 1936-37 was 10 per cent. 
above the basis pre-depression year, the index of 
imports is still more than 4 per cent. below that of the 
basis year, and, in 1936-37, had fallen to as low as 
14 per cent. below it. The table brings into relief the 
time-lag between the revival of exports and its effects 
upon the import trade. The great expansion in exports 
took place in 1936-37, when the index number rose by 
over 20 per cent. The resulting prosperity and in- 
creased purchasing power became apparent only during 
the following year, when, as a result, imports improved 
only by 9-6 per cent. 


Import TRADE, 1937-38 


In view of the separation of Burma from April 1937 
a table, specially compiled by the Department of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics, is given in the 
Report of figures approximately adjusted for the years 
1935-36 and 1936-37 in order to allow of a strict com- 
parison with the figures for 1937-38, which relate only 
to India Proper. 


The remarkable activity in the import trade in the 
early months of 1937 was due, in the first place, to 
the greatly increased consuming power of the Indian 
agriculturist resulting from a buoyant export trade in 
the previous year. This affected the demand for such 
items of general consumption as cotton piece-goods, 
copper and yellow metal sheets, galvanised steel 
sheets, kerosene oil, soap, cigarettes and the simpler 
types of hardware and other articles for the bazaar 
trade. The intensity of this demand is not adequately 
shown in the import figures, as most of these items are 
now manufactured in India. Thus, the great rise in 
the demand for cotton piece-goods has been almost 
entirely met by the Indian mills, whose increase of pro- 
duction by over 500 million yards to 4,084 million yards 
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synchronised with an actual reduction in imports from 
764 million yards to 591 million yards. Similarly, 
imports of galvanised steel sheets actually fell from 
64,000 to 43,000 tons, due to the competition of the 
Tata Company. The rise in imports of non-ferrous 
metals, such as yellow metal sheets, would have been 
greater but for heavy overstocking in 1935-36 and 
1936-37 and indigenous manufacture. Soap and cigar- 
ettes are now supplied almost entirely from factories 
in India. It may be stated generally, therefore, that 
the simpler types of consumers’ goods have been 
supplied by Indian industries rather than by imports. 
The prosperity of the urban population and the more 
well-to-do consumers, resulting partly from improved 
agricultural conditions and partly from the active con- 
ditions in Indian industry, is reflected in the increased 
imports of such items of consumers’ goods as drugs 
and medicines, electrical apparatus, instruments, 
apparatus and appliances of all kinds, motor vehicles, 
pedal cycles, sewing and knitting machines, wireless 
sets and domestic refrigerators. _ 


The activity and prosperity of Indian industries are 
responsible, however, for the major part of the im- 
provement in imports. It will be seen from the Report 
that outstanding advances have been made in the raw 
cotton and machinery groups. The increase of over 
Rs. 6 crores in imports of raw cotton represents a 
phenomenally increased offtake by Indian mills of the 
longer-stapled cottons from Egypt, the Sudan, Uganda 
and the United States for the production of the finer 
counts of yarn and qualities of cloth, which has been 
such a feature of recent years. These imports must be 
set off against the reduced imports of cotton piece- 
goods, which are being displaced by the domestic pro- 
duction. The rise in imports of machinery by no less 
than Rs. 44 crores is largely attributable to increases 
in arrivals of cotton textile machinery by Rs. 1,12 
crores, jute machinery by Rs. 31 lakhs, boilers by 
Rs. 30 lakhs, electrical machinery by Rs. 14 lakhs, 
machine tools by Rs. 7 lakhs, refrigerating machinery 
by Rs. 13 lakhs, paper mill machinery by Rs. 37 lakhs, 
tea machinery by Rs. 6 lakhs, miscellaneous textile 
machinery by Rs. 28 lakhs and “‘ other sorts of 
machinery,’’ comprising a wide variety of all types of 
industrial plant, by Rs. 73 lakhs. This remarkable 
expansion in the demand for industrial machinery 
must inevitably cause a material diminution, in future 
years, of imports of those articles which will then be 
produced in Indian works. The industrial demand is 
also largely responsible for the enhanced imports of 
iron and steel, chemicals, dyes and colours, paints and 
a variety of industrial, engineering and mill stores such 
as belting, bobbins, mechanical leather and rubber 
goods, lubricating oils, engine packings, wire rope and 
baling hoops. 


The great bulk of the imports arrived during the first 
half of the fiscal year, and the high prices at which 
they were invoiced tended to swell the values shown in 
the Trade Returns. The turn of the year and the early 
months of 1938 presented a very different picture. 
Prices of nearly all commodities included in India’s 
import schedule had fallen disastrously since the 
spring, so that importers and dealers found themselves 
with unwieldy stocks purchased at high rates and liable 
to be undersold by more recently purchased goods. No 
fresh orders were placed and import values declined 
as old contracts were gradually worked off. The serious 
fall in the values of goods imported since the begin- 
ning of 1938 is attributable partly to the reduction in 
the volume of imports and partly to the heavy fall in 
prices. 


Import TRADE OvuTLOOK 


Crop conditions are generally favourable as a result 
of a monsoon which may be said to be fully equal to 
the average. Prices of primary commodities, after

during April, May and June and then rallied. Even

REGULATION OF IMPORTATION INTO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM OF SHEEP, 
MUTTON AND LAMB 


Under the provisions of the Livestock Industry Act, 
1937, the Board of Trade have made the Sheep, 
Mutton and Lamb (Import Regulation) Order, 1939 
(S.R. & O., 1989, No. 4), which provides that no sheep, 
mutton or lamb shall be imported into the United 
Kingdom except under a licence issued by the Board 
of Trade, unless accompanied by a certificate, in a 
form approved by the Board of Trade, issued by an 
authority recognised by the Board. The Order applies 
to sheep and lambs and to mutton and lamb, other 
than mutton or lamb offals separate from the carcase 
or mutton and lamb in airtight containers. The Order 
applies to imports from all sources. 

The Board of Trade have also made the Ottawa 
Agreements (Importation of Meat) Amendment Order, 
1939 (S.R. & O., 1939, No. 5). The effect of this Order 
is to exclude foreign frozen mutton and frozen lamb 
from the operation of the Ottawa Agreements (Impor- 
tation of Meat) Order, 1932, since they will in future 
be regulated under the Order made under the Livestock 
Industry Act. 

Both Orders now made will come into force on 
15 January 1939.

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In the first place, the fiscal activities of the Govern- 
ment of India during the past ten years, coupled with 
the policy pursued by Government Departments, both 
central and provincial, with the object of fostering 
indigenous industries, have reduced several of the lead- 
ing United Kingdom export trades to India to compara- 
tive extinction. The policy of so-called discriminating 
protection, which, in practice, affords generous pro- 
tection to Indian industries, is so well understood that 
there is no need to dilate upon its working. Its effects 
on imports of cotton goods, steel, paper, matches, 
sugar and cement, to name the principal items 
affected, are too well known to require elaboration. 

Equally damaging to the United Kingdom’s export 
trade, however, have been the high revenue duties, 
raised as a temporary and emergency measure to meet 
the financial crisis of 1931, which have had a protective 
effect that was never intended and have stimulated the 
establishment of a large number of miscellaneous 
domestic industries. Many of these are economically 
unsuited to the conditions of the country, but they will 
all strongly oppose the reduction of the revenue sur- 
charges if the time ever comes when the Government 
of India can afford to redeem the pledge given by the 
Finance Member in 1931-32 that they shall be removed 
as soon as the financial position permits. The general 
revenue rate of 25 ; -v cent. on non-preferential Tariff 
items and 20 and 80 per cent. on items covered by the 
Ottawa Preferences has effectually prevented the prices 
of imported goods from being reduced to a level that 
would have met the purchasing power of the people 
and stimulated the demand for articles of quality, 
which would still be preferred by Indian consumers if 
ses A they could be obtained at a price within their 
reach.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 

ELECTRICAL APPLIANCES AND ACCESSORIES 

As is, of course, well known, there are a number of 
British Standard Specifications for various electrical 
appliances and accessories. There are, however, very 
many appliances and accessories which are not covered 
by such specifications, and with a view to dealing 
generally with these, a document has been drawn up 
by the British Standards Institution and published 
under the title “‘ British Standard Minimum Require- 
ments for Electrical Appliances and Accessories 
(excluding those covered by other British Standards).” 


In view of the general nature of the document, it} 
obviously cannot deal in great detail with specific 


appliances, but it covers the main safety and test 
requirements with which all apparatus should 
conform. The document is, therefore, not a B.S. 
Specification in the usual sense of the word, and hence 
the title ‘* British Standard Minimum Requirements.” 
This British Standard is divided into two parts, dealing 

respectively with general requirements and specific require- 
ments. Under the ‘‘ General Requirements” are in- 
cluded : — 

Insulations. 

Provision for earthing. 

Prevention of accidental contact. 

Mechanical hazards. 

Connections for flexible conductors, 

Insulation resistance. 

High-voltage tests; 

Surface temperatures, etc. 


In the section on specific requirements are included a 
number of clauses constituting a test specification for 
tumbler switches. Electrode boilers, cooking apparatus, 
and many other classes of equipment are also dealt with.

concerned with the design, manufacture or purchase of such 
electrical appliances and accessories as are not already 
covered by current British Standard Specifications.

CAST-IRON SURFACE PLATES AND TABLES 


The British Standards Institution has 
issued the first of the British Standards in its pro- 
gramme of work relating to Engineers’ Precision Tools 
This Standard, No. 817, refers to cast-iron surface 
plates and tables for inspection and marking purposes. 

The specification deals with surface plates up to 15 ft. 
diagonal length, and two types of surface tables from 6 ft. 
to 15 ft. diagonal length. The first type of table is that 
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in which a surface plate is supported on an independently 
braced stand, and the second type is that in which the 
table top has permanently attached legs. Some general 
features relating to design and essential dimensions are 
laid down and a schedule of standard sizes with minimum 
thicknesses and overall depths is incorporated. Such 
features as ageing, handles, covers and heights of tables 
are also dealt with. 

The primary object of the specification, however, is to 
prescribe standards of accuracy, and these are compre- 
hensively dealt with for four grades of finish, namely, two 
qualities of scraped finish and two qualities of planed finish. 
These standards of aecuracy have been adopted in close 
collaboration with the National Physical Laboratory, and, 
in addition to standards of flatness over the whole plate 
and over local areas, standards are laid down for the per- 
centage of bearing area, this latter characteristic being an 
important determinant of the useful working life of the 
plate. 

An appendix to the specification gives recommended 
chemical compositions of plain and alloy cast irons with 
their methods of heat treatment, whilst a further appendix 
gives detailed descriptions of four alternative recommended 
methods of testing the flatness, and a method for deter- 
mining the proportion of the bearing area of the plates.

HORIZONTAL RETORTS CODE 


The increasing attention that is being given at the 
present time to the evaluation of the performance of 
gas-producing plant lends special interest to the issue 
of a British Standard Test Code for Horizontal Retorts, 
Inclined Retorts, Intermittent Vertical Retorts and 
Intermittent Vertical Chambers. 

Test Codes for carbonisation process may differ widely 
in their scope owing to inherent differences in the purposes 
for which they are required. It is deemed essential to have 
a code which contains all the necessary data for the ex- 
perimental determination of the yields and qualities of the 
main products, together with full explanations of how these 
should be measured, but excluding reference to data which 
is not necessary to a general valuation of the behaviour of 
a given plant. The British Standard Test Code constitutes 
such a code. . 

The British Standard Test Code would be too compre- 
hensive for the purpose of checking guarantees as between 
the contracting parties in the construction of a new plant. 
When a gas undertaking purchases a plant under guarantee 
there are four main points upon which the undertaking 
usually requires to be satisfied, viz. :— 

(a) That the yield of gas from the plant will be a given 
number of therms per day at a specified calorific value 
under normal working conditions. 

(b) That the average calorific value of the gas, measured 
under standard conditions, shall be not less than a given 
figure. 

(c) That the make of gas per ton of coal (containing 
a prescribed content of ash and moisture) under the con- 
ditions (a) and (b) shall be not less than a given figure. 

(d) That the fuel charged to the 


coal shall not exceed a given figure. 


producers per ton of 


The fulfilment of these four obligations is usually taken as 
implying that a carbonising plant has satisfactorily passed 
its guarantee test. The conditions under which these 
figures may be obtained with the necessary degree of 
accuracy are defined in an Appendix to the Code, 

The new Code is the first to be issued by the committees 
which have been set up by the Gas and Solid Fuel Industry 
Committees of the British Standards Institution to prepare 
standard methods of carrying out performance and efficiency 
tests for the following types of fuel using equipment :— 

Gasification and carbonisation plant. 
Furnaces. 

Ovens. 

Kilns. 

Boilers.

valued at Rs. 20 lakhs, in November 1937 to 16,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 19 lakhs, in November 1938. 

Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured increased by Rs. 1,71 lakhs to Rs. 6,69 lakhs in 
November 1938. There was a noticeable improvement in 
shipments of raw cotton from 8,800 tons in November 1937 
to 36,300 tons in the month under report, the value increas- 
ing from Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 1,91 lakhs. Japan, as usual 
the largest customer, took 57 per cent. in November 19338, 
as against 23 per cent. in November 1937. The shares of 
the United Kingdom, China, Germany and Belgium were 
6, 8, 8 and 4 per cent., respectively, in the month under 
report. Shipments of seeds showed an improvement of 
40,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 37 lakhs in value. 
Groundnuts improved from 29,000 tons to 72,000 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 42 lakhs to Rs. 88 lakhs in value. 
Castorseed declined heavily from 2,100 tons, valued at 
Rs. 3 lakhs, to 500 tons, valued at Rs. 56,000. Linseed 
increased from 19,000 tons to 20,000 tons in quantity, but 
the value fell from Rs, 31 lakhs to Rs. 30 lakhs. Ship- 
ments of raw wool improved from 2-1 million lbs. to 5-8 
million lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 12 lakhs to Rs. 31 
lakhs in value. There was also an improvement of 21,000 
tons and of Rs. 9 lakhs in shipments of oilcakes, which stood 
at 51,000 tons, valued at Rs. 34 lakhs, in the month under 
report. [Exports of raw hides and skins declined from 3,600 
tons to 3,200 tons in quantity and from Rs. 37 lakhs to 
Rs. 32 lakhs in value. Dispatches of raw jute decreased 
from 90,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,74 lakhs, in November 
1937 to 83,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,61 lakhs, in November 
1938. Manganese ore fell from 92,000 tons, valued at 
ts. 22 lakhs, to 35,000 tons, valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, in 
November 1938. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured fell by Rs. 59 
lakhs to Rs. 4,17 lakhs in November 1938 as compared with 
November 1937. Exports of cotton manufactures, including 
twist and yarn, declined by Rs. 39 lakhs, and were valued 
at Rs. 60 lakhs in November 1938. Shipments of cotton 
yarn decreased from 4-0 million lbs. to 3-4 million lbs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs in value. 
Dispatches of cotton piece-goods declined from 26-5 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 72 lakhs, in November 1937 to 14-7 
million yards, valued at Rs. 39 lakhs, in November 1938. 
The number of gunny bags exported decreased from 56-4 
million to 50-9 million, the corresponding decline in value 
being from Rs. 1,17 lakhs to Rs. 1,14 lakhs. The yardage 
of gunny cloth exported improved from 125 million to 
133 million, but the value remained almost unchanged at 
Rs. 1,17 lakhs. Shipments of tanned hides and skins 
increased in quantity from 1,600 tons to 1,700 tons, but 
the value decreased from Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 37 lakhs in 
November 1938. There was an increase of 11,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 4 lakhs in value in exports of pig iron, 
which amounted to 57,000 tons, valued at Rs. 27 lakhs, in 
November 1938. 


TRADE WITH ForREIGN CoUNTRIES 


As compared with November 1937, the share of the 
United Kingdom increased from 29 per cent. to 33 per cent. 
in November 1938 in imports, but fell from 39 per cent. to 
34 per cent. in exports. The shares of Germany, Japan and 
the United States in the month under report were 9, 12 
and 5 per cent., respectively, under imports and 5, 10 and 
9 per cent., respectively, under exports.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


Although early sown cereals germinated satisfactorily 
and established a good stand, the practical absence of rain 
in November last was discouraging, and the inadequate 
moisture in the soil delayed further sowing operations. 

Sowing of new crop wheat became general; the price of 
imported flour further declined. Barley sowing was prac- 
tically completed. Sowing of oats was in progress. 

Potato lifting has been in full swing; the quality of the 
crop is good, and production will be about average. The 
last consignments from Paphos of onions were shipped 
during November; onion sets were in good demand. 

Cotton ginning has been in progress, but price and demand 
were both poor. Flax fields were prepared for sowing, but 
the absence of rains caused delay. 

There has been a heavy export of early season oranges 
and a good demand. Practically four-fifths of the Fama- 
gusta crop has been exported as well as large quantities 
from other parts of the island. Grape fruit also fetched 
good prices, but exports of lemons slowed down. 

Carob flowering is satisfactory, and there is promise of 
a good crop. Olive gathering has been in full progress; 
production is fair, but the quality rather poor. Dried 
tobacco leaves are in store. Regarding vines and vine 
products, vintage has been completed, with abundant grape 
production but poor in quality.—Government of Cyprus

LICENSING OF IMPORTS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 15 December 1938 (pages 
836-7), the Board of Trade have now received a copy of the 
New Zealand ‘ Import Control Regulations, 1938,’’ which 
are as follows :-

11. The Minister may grant any license subject to such 
conditions as he thinks fit to impose, and in particular any 
license may specify a period within which goods comprised 
in the license may be imported. 





12. The Minister may, by notice in writing to a licensee 
given at any time prior to actual shipment of the goods from 
; the country of export to New Zealand, revoke any license 
or modify the terms and conditions thereof. 


DELEGATION AND RECONSIDERATION 


13. Pursuant to section 11 of the Customs Act, 1913, the 
Minister may from time to time by writing under his hand 
delegate to any licensing officer the powers of granting, re- 
voking, and modifying licenses hereby conferred on the 
Minister. 


14. If any applicant or licensee is dissatisfied as to the 
grant, refusal, revocation, or modification of a license or 
the conditions imposed on the grant of a license, and such 
grant, refusal, revocation, modification, or imposition of 
conditions was the act of a licensing officer acting as the 
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delegate of the Minister, such applicant or licensee may by 
notice in writing apply to the Minister for reconsideration 
of the act complained of, and may submit in writing such 
considerations as he thinks fit in support of his application, 
and the decision of the Minister upon reconsideration shall 
be final. 


EXEMPTION 


The Minister may at his discretion from time to time 
by notice in the ‘‘ Gazette’’ exempt from the requirement 
of a license under these regulations any particular goods or 
classes of goods or goods imported from any particular 
country or countries, and may from time to time by like 
notice withdraw any such exemption: Provided that such 
withdrawal shall not affect the continued operation of the 
exemption in respect of goods which at the time of with- 
drawal have been shipped from the country of export to 
New Zealand. 

OFFENCES 
16. Every person who makes or causes or permits to be 
made any application that is false or misleading in any 
material particular or who supplies information in 
connection with any application or license under these regu- 
lations or who otherwise fails to comply with these regula-

NORWAY 
EXPORT OF FRESH FISH 


The Norwegian Director of Fisheries has issued an Order, 
dated 15 December 1938, which prohibits during 1939 the 
exportation from Norway to the United Kingdom of fresh 
fish known as coalfish, Norway haddock (red fish), por- 
beagle, tunny, lumpsucker, and wet-salted fish other than 


cod. 


As from 1 January 1939 and until further notice fish of 

the kinds specified below may be exported, viz. :— 

1. Halibut of any size measuring more than the legal 
minimum size of 50 cm. measured from the extreme 
point of the head to the extreme end of the tail. 
Halibut weighing more than 50 kilogs. with head 
will only be allowed to be exported headless. 

Note.—Frozen halibut is subject to export licence

10. Dogfish, up to a quantity not exceeding 10 tons ex ports 
Kristiansund, Aalesund or Maloy, up to a quantity 
not exceeding 5 tons from other ports, for each sail- 
ing by the Bergen-Newcastle liners. Subject to a 
licence being obtained prior to each sailing from 
Bergen, the Director of Fisheries may permit the 
export in whole or in part of unused quantities of 
dogfish from any port. 


POLAND 
TEMPORARY REDUCTIONS OF CERTAIN 
CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded a translation of a Ministerial Order, dated 
20 December 1938 and effective from 22 December 1938 to 
1 March 1939, which provides that, subject to a special per- 
mit being obtained from the Minister of Finance, the 
following goods may be imported into Poland on payment 
of the reduced rates of Customs duty specified below :—

Jack (sandre)—50 zlotys per 100 kilogs. [ex Tariff No.

TUNIS 
EXPORT OF ESPARTO GRASS RESTRICTED 


Recent issues of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ” have 
contained a Decree and an Order, which provide that the 
export of esparto grass from Tunis to countries other than 
France is to be subject to quota for a period of three 
years. The quota for the first year is fixed at 90,000 metric 
tons, of which 80,000 metric tons are to be taken from the 
year’s crop and 10,000 metric tons from the stocks remain- 
ing from previous harvests. 

The quotas may, however, be increased in order to prevent 
an excessive rise in prices, and they may be reduced if the 
prices ruling no longer allow native producers a remunera- 
tion in keeping with the cost of living. 

The texts (in French) of the Decree and Order, which 
lay down details as to the allocation of the quotas, and 
similar matters, may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1.

TARIFF MODIFICATION 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Angora

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing ; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin ; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 
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EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorise:! 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of thei: 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
